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THE  NOYES  FAMILY. 


James  and  Nicholas  Noyes  came  to  New  England  from  Choul- 
4erton,  in  Wiltshire,  England,  in  the  brig  "  Elizabeth, "  in 
1634. 

They  were  descended  from  a  Knight  by  the  name  of  James,  who 
was  with  William  at  the  battle  of  Hastings,  in  the  year  1060. 
The  chief  or  head  of  this  family,  came  to  England  from  Normandy, 
and  was  with  King  Richard  (Coeur-de-leon)  in  the  Holy  Land. 

Their  father's  name  was  William,  who  was  instituted  as  rector  in 
the.  diocese  of  Salisbury  in  1602,  but  resigned  in  1620.  The 
mother  was  sister  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Parker,  called  a  very  learned 
Puritan,  who  was  driven  to  Holland  for  his  disinclination  to  adopt 
Queen  Elisabeth's  forms. 

James  was  a  clergyman.  He  was  born  in  1608,  and  was  educated 
at  Oxford.  After  his  arrival  in  this  country  he  preached  one  year 
at  Medford.  He  was  also  invited  to  preach  at  Watertown.  In 
May,  1635,  he  removed  to  Newbury,  and  was  colleague  to  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Parker.  He  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  the  town, 
and  soon  after  his  location  there  he  erected  a  dwelling-house,  which 
is  still  standing,  and  is  owned  by  one  of  his  descendants,  (Silas 
Noyes,  Esq).  Previous  to  leaving  England  he  married  Sarah, 
daughter  of  Joseph  Brown,  of  Southampton.  He  died  Oc'  ^2, 
1656,  aged  48  years,  leaving  nine  children. 

(1)  Nicholas  was  born  in  1616.  He  came  to  Ipswich  in  1634. 
In  May,  1635,  he  removed  to  Newbury.  He  was  representative 
fi:om  that  town.    He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Capt.  John  Cutting.

He  died  Nov.  23,  1701,  aged  85. 

(2)  John,  son  of  Nicholas  (1)  was  born  Jan.  20,  1646,  and 
married  Mary  Poor  Nov.  23,  1668.  They  had  ten  children ;

(3)  Samuel,  son  of  John  (2)  was  born  Feb.  5,  1692,  and  came 
to  Abington  with  his  oldest  brother  Nicholas,  about  1712.  He 
married  Hannah  Poor,  and  lived  on  the  place  now  occupied  by  the 
Misses  Niles.  They  had  eight  children :  Samuel  b  Sept.  19,  1715  ;

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THE  FULLER  FAMILY. 


(1)  Dr.  SAMUEL  FULLER,  with  his  brother  Edward,  came 
to  Plymouth  in  the  Mayflower  in  1620.  He  married  Elsie  Grascock, 
then  Agnes  Carpenter  in  1613,  and  Bridget  Lee  (who  came  over 
in  the  Ann  in  1623)  in  1617.  He  was  the  first  surgeon  and  phy- 
sician in  the  colony,  and  was  deacon  of  Plymouth  church.  He 
died  in  1633.  His  widow  was  hving  in  1664,  but  nothing  further 
is  known  concerning  her.  They  had  two  children,  Samuel  and  Mary. 

(2)  Samuel,  son  of  Samuel  (1)  was  born  in  1625.  His  wife's 
name  was  Elizabeth.  He  preached  in  Middleboro',  living  in  Ply- 
mouth, for  sixteen  years  previous  to  Dec.  26,  1694,  when  he  was 
settled  there,  as  their  first  minister. 

They  had  seven  children  :  Samuel ;  John,  who  married  and  had 
a  large  family ;  Isaac  ;  Mercy,  who  married  a  Cole ;  Experience, 
who  married  a  Wood ;  Elizabeth,  who  married  an  Eaton ;  and 
Hannah.    He  died  Aug.  17,  1695. 

(3)  Isaac,  son  of  Samuel,  (2)  was  a  physician  in  Middleboro'. 
He  had  four  children  :  Micah ;  Samuel ;  Jabez ;  and  Isaac. 
Samuel  and  Jabez  married  and  had  large  famihes. 

(4)  Isaac,  son  of  Isaac,  (3)  married  Sarah  Packard,  in  1737.

Olive  b  1740,  m  an  Edson  in  1765  ;  Lemuel  b  1742,  din  the  army

Mary,  and  Susanna.    He  died  about  1712.
